“Whether Mr. Hawes will announce him- 
gelf as a candidate I cannot say. He did not 
tell me whether he had made up his mind 
to do so when 1 saw him yesterday. 


“The state committee will give all the 
candidates who come out a fair show. it 
wants tne people to decide which candidate 
it wants. And whoever gets a majority ¥ 
the votes in the convention will be elected 
governor. 

“The Democratic rank and file will sup- 
port and elect Mr. Folk if he gets the nom- 
ination, and it will do the same for gudge 
Gantt or Mr. Reed or Mr. Hawes if any of 
them should be nominated. 

“There is only one possibility that might 
interfere with the Democratic candidate 
being elected and that is very remote. 

“If the party should burst asunder na- 
tionally it might cause trouble for the Mis- 
sourl Democracy.

Attorney General Informs Inquiring 
Senator That He Is Busy With

JEFPERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 15.—Attor- 

ney-General Crow institu an investiga- 
tion today Into the methods employed by 
Col. Richard C. Kerens to secure the Re- 
publican nomination last January for the 
office of Unitetd States senator. 
Kerens’ managers forced a secret caucus 
on the party members of the legislature, 
and the session was marked by a display 
of bittter feeling beween the Kerens and 
anti-Kerens factionalists. 

Charlies Nage! of St. Louis and Gardner 
Lathrop of Kansas City were oposing Ker- 
ens, and the former came within two votes 
of receiving the honorary nomination. Be- 
fore the caucus adjourned charges of boo 
dling wer eopenly made.

V. McPherson of Lewrence County, J. T. 
Davisson of Butler, F. T. Baker of Calla- 
way.

Senator Stone has made several attempts

A romance begun in Hungary in child- 
hood, intercepted in early manhood and 
womanhood by obdurate. parents and re- 
newed in America after both participants 
had undergone unhappy marital experi- 
ences, was rudely shaken when Nisa Petro- 
vies and Sophia Stojanovics were arrested 
the grounds that their common-law 
marriage was illegal because Mrs.

her husband, Martin. 

The warrant was sworn out by Rudolph

ple was arrested by deputy sheriffs at 347 
North Ninth street and taken to the Sixth 
District police station, Ninth and Angelica 
streets. Tuesday morning they were con- 
veved to the Four Courts to await fuf- 
ther action.

OUT OW STRIKE

Western Union Company Ignores De- 
mands for Increased Wages 
and Hires Men. 


The messenger boy is the latest striker. 

An attempt was made Tuesday, at short- 
ly after midnight, by a dozen or more boys 
in the employ of the main office of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. to cripple 
the delivery service by going on a strike. 

The move, while made without warning, 
was not unexpected, as the boys during 
the past two weeks have been loud in 
their demands for a raise of 2 cents an 
hour in wages. They were receiving 18 
cents at the time of the walkout. 

Tuesday morning, finding that the night 
men were on a strike, a number of the day 
boys turned in their books and declined 
further duty until the company. should 
grant them a raise of 3 cents an hour, 
making the scale 18 cents an hour for day 
runs. 

The Western Union took on a number of 
men ranging in age from 2 to 30 years 
to fill the vacancies and refused to treat 
with the strikers. The boys threaten 
trouble Tuesday night.

*AEW SUGAR PLANT 


Agricultural Départment Learns En- 


patorium Rebandium Is Thirty 
Times Sweeter Than Cane. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—The agricultur- 
al department is inquiring into the state- 
ment of Consul-General Richard Guenther 
that a new plant has been discovered in 
South America which promises to supplant 
the sugar cane and the sugar beet. 

Scientifically the plant is known as the 
eupatorium rebandium, a it contains a 
large amount of saccharine matter and a 
high percentage of natural sugar proper- 
tles which are easy to extract. é 

According to Mr. Guenther, a lump the 
size of Fs will sufficiently sweeten a 
cup of coffee, as the product made from 
the plant is from 2 to times sweeter 
than cane or beet sugar. 

It is said to be easily cultivated in coun- 
tries havi climatic conditions similar to 
those of the southern portions of the 
United States.

The Governments of Europe Seem In- 
‘elined to Let Matters Drift, Much 
as They Did Prior to the Greco- 
Turkish Conflict. 


TONDON, Sept. 15.—The Bulgarian gov- 
@rmment, through its foreign representa- 
tives, has addressed a note to the great 
powers declaring that the porte is sys- 
tematically devastating Macedonia and 
massacring the Christian population. 

Further, it says, Turkey has mobilized 
her whole army, which cannot possibly be 
for the sole purpose of suppressing the 
revolution. Therefore the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment appeals to the humane sentiment 
of Europe to prevent the continuance of 
the massacres and devastation and to stop 
the mobilization of the Turkish army. The 
memorandum concludes with the plain 
t statement that unless the powers inter- 
: vyene Bulgaria will be forced to take such 
measures as she may deem necessary. 

This note is held to be a prelude to the 
mobilization of the Bulgarian army unless 
Europe exerts herself in some way to pre- 
vent a conflict, and there is probably some 
connection between this eventuality and 
the decision of the revolutionists to revert 
to guerrilla tactics, which may b in order 
to reserve their resources for co-operation 
with Bulgaria. 

It is announced in Sofia that Prince Fer- 
dinand will return to the Bulgarian cap- 
{ital from Euxinograd in a few days, when 
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the government will take some decisive 
step.

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_ MILK PASTEURIZING PLANT. 

It is to be hoped that some arrangement may be made that 
will make it possible to accept the generous offer of Nathan 
Strauss to give St. Louis a milk pasteurizing plant. 

While some annual expense will be incurred in supplying the 
milk, pasteurizing and distributing it, the fact that the use 
of a similar plant in New York has appreciably diminished the 
death rate among the children of that city makes it very 
desirable that St. Louis should take this means of saving 
the children. 

The matter comes properly under the control of the board 
of health, as the city chemist and the milk inspector would be 
jointly responsible for the proper working of the plant and the 
cond.tion of its product. This would involve some additional 
activity for these officials, but the results to be looked for 
would amply warrant it. 

With the city chemist and the charitable associations work- 
ing in harmony, the conditions for accepting and maintaining 
the pasteurizing plant should be made possible. It is to be

AN ESSENTIAL CONDITION. 

President Kingsland of the St. Louis Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, William B. Harrison, who headed the grain dealers’ 
protest, J. W. Van Cleve, W. PF. Fusten, and in fact all the 
shippers interviewed by the Post-Dispatch, take practically the 
same view of the report of the Business Men’s League sub- 
committee on terminals. They demand assurance that the 
Terminal Railroad Association will carry out its promises as a 
condition of the validity of the franchise ordinances it seeks. 

The Post-Dispatch called attention to the weakness of the 
association’s offers in return for the pending franchises. Nearly 
the whole value of the concessions promised hinge upon the 
St. Louis bill of lading. If that is not obtained from the 
traffic association, there will be little need for the extensive 
west side terminals and conditions will continue about as 
they are now. 

It is a fair demand that the Terminal Association give 
guarantees of good faith and in order to make these guaran- 


will be assured of the betterments promised. - This is nothing 
more than a business precaution. 

The Terminal Association cannot object if the ordinance 
passed in return for promises of increased facilities and better 
conditions for freight terminals in this city shall provide for 
the enforcement of the pledges. The associatimp itself would 
demand such safeguards from any corporation or set of men 
with whom it dealt. 

An assurance of the carrying out of the promises of the 
association is an essential eondition to the granting of the 
franchises. It is the principal condition. Whatever the form 
of ordinance to be passed, this must. be insisted upon.. The 
promises must be performed within a reasonable limit of 


time.

Age bas not been 
allowed to wither the production in the least. 
Scenery and costumes looked bright, clean and 
fresh, and the merry fabric on which ‘‘Dodo”’ 
reigns each evening has been placed in the 
hands of a company fully as competent as 
that which gave it a rendition last season. 
Vocally and from the viewpoint of animated 
and beautiful stage pictures, the chorus is to 
be especially commended.
